Here is the story 
as telegraphed to Thursday morning's 
Cincinnati Enquirer from Chicago.

The starving peo- 
ple, driven to desperation, attacked 
the warehouses, women and children 
leading. . They were shot down by the 
guards. 


The conditions in that section of the 


republic south of the City of Mexico 
are described as terrible. 
Puruandiro 


is about 50 miles from the railroad, 
and the last news from there was that 
the situation was critical and that 
more bloodshed was feared. The gov- 
ernment has staited troops to the 
scene.

You can have you 
turhevs in fine market condition with 
but little extra tiouble. Get them up 
about ten days befoie you expect to 
mniket them and confine them to 
small yard. To fatten them quickly 
we find no better ration than swee 
potatoes and cornmeal. One can use 


I the small and unsalable potatoes in 
this way to great advantage. Cook 
them and just before removing them 
fiom the fire add the cornmeal, feed 
ing the mess when It is cold, tw 
pounds of meal to one peck of pota 
toes. If the mess is mixed wit! 
sKimmilk, instead of water, it wil 
produce a superior flavor. Do not fai 
to give plenty of fresh water and feed 
four times per day. Gut should al 
ways be placed where the turkeys can 
have fiee access to it.

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WEST VIRGINIA MINES 


Efforts to Place Them on Equal 


Basis With Other States. 


IMPORTANT CONFERENCE NOW ON. 


Mine Workers' Officials Propose a 


Uniform Scale of Wages and Will 
Strive to Organize the Men In Both 
Virglniasj-Cbktenllon of Operators t 
In the Competitive Fields. 
Huntington, W. Va., Oct. 31.—A 


conference' is in progress here be- 
tween representatives of the United 
Mine Workers of l America, of different 
state' organizations ayad- of the organ- 
ized and unorganized' miners of the 
two Virginias. • A simrlar conference 
was held at ParkerSbur«~ last montn, 
and on the; report of. the conferees at 
that time'President Mitchell has call- 
ed the present meeting to devise plans 
by which the miners in these two 
states can be organized into state 
unions and made auxiliary to the Unit- 
ed Mine Workers of America, the 
same as in other 
coal-producing 


states. State officers from Pennsylva- 
nia, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Kentucky 
and other coal-producing states are 
here to co-operate with President 
Mitchell, .Vice President Lewis, Secre- 
tary-Treasurer Wilson and other na- 
tional officers in a final effort to or- 
. ganize the miners of Virginia and 
West Virginia. 


The convention will propose a uni- 


form scale -pi wages on a basis equal 
•with that ofrOfifo; Indiana, Illinois and 
Pennsylvania _#nd other competitive 
fields. West .Virginia has never, had 
even a forrfi.ulate*d scale. Several at- 
tempts have -been itiade 'to affect a 
scale, but ajsvaj5^sw.ithout success, and 
some of thote present are doubtful as 
to the succfss*"6fsfne"'present confer- 
ence in that respect. 


While the call for the meeting in- 


cludes the miners of both Virginias, it 
is understood that the "main efforts at 
the present. conference will be direct- 
ed toward the mines of West Virginia 
first and then the organization will be 
extended to the Old Dominion. The 
output of West Virginia has become 
so enormous as to seriously conflict 
with other states, especially with Ken- 
tucky, Indiana, Ohio and west Penn- 
sylvania, where there is very little dif- 
ference in the haul. It is held that 
the operators in other states claim 
that- they .can not pay the union scale 
in competition with the lower rate of 
the nonunion mines in West Virginia, 
and the conference will appeal to the 
Virginia miners' for the protection of ^ 
the union mines in other states. The 
operators of West Virginia are also 
represented here and are appealing 
to 
their men against 
interference 


from labor leader? in other states.

According to an Illinois Law Which

New York, Oct. 3L—According to a 


decision handed down yesterday by 
Judge McAdam, in the Appellate Di- 
vision of the Supreme court, a wife is 
responsible for her husband's debts, 
if contracted in Illinois. 


The parties in the case are George 


W. Matthews, fashionable tailor 01 
Chicago, and Mr. and Mrs. Colonel 
John T. Dickinson. The former sued 
the Colonel for $100 balance of a bill 
of $150 for a Tuxedo coat, dress vest 
and a black coat. On a former trial 
;n the District Court a verdict was 
given against the tailor. 


He appealed through his attorney, 


Henry L. Maxson. The latter told the 
Court that the Dickinsons were living 
at the Metropole Hotel, Chicago, when 
the Colonel got the clothes in 1894. 


"When I was retained in the case," 


said Mr. Maxson, "I confess I could 
not see 
how 
an 
action would lie 


against Mrs. Dickinson for money 
owed by her husband, especially when 
I was told that she was not with him 
when he ordered the garments, and at 
no time guaranteed the payment ot 
the bill. But I was assured by my 
client that it was common in Chicago 
fo sue a wife for her husband's debt, 
and on investigation I found a pecu- 
liar law on the statute books of Illi- 
iois taken 
from the Iowa statute 


which provided that the expenses of 
the family and of the education of the 
children shall be chargeable upon the 
'he property 
of both husband and 


wife, or of either of them, in favor ot 
creditors therefor, and they may bt 
sued jointly or separately."

Fattening Tortseya. 


By all means fatten your turkeys

maiket them and confine them to 
small yard. To fatten them quickly 
we find no better lation than swee' 
potatoes and cornmeal.

Grit should al- 
ways be placed where the turkeys can 
have fiee access to it.

the battle of Santiago, never before 
published, in which Schley makes no 
mention of Sampson's ship, the New 
York, being in the engagement 
TMs 


report was sent to Sampson, who ask- 
ed Schley to add mention of the New 
York's part in the engagement. Schley 
did not do so and the raport was sup- 
pressed 


Washington. Oct. 31.—In the court 


of Inquiry the cross-examination of 
Admiral Schley was concluded when 
Admiral Dewey propounded to the 
applicant a number of questions pre- 
parea by the members -jjf ±he court. 
These questions touched many points 
of the campaign of tae flying squad- 
ron, but mainly centered about the 
difficulties encountered in coaling and 
the reasons for the retrograde move- 
ment. Not one of th«m related to the 
battle of Santiago 
The judge advo 


cate's cross-examination covered J.he 
retrograde 'movement, the reconnais- 
sance of May 31, the loop of th« 
Brooklyn and the alleged colloquy 
with Lieutenant Hodgson about the 
Texas. Admiral Schley in the course 
of the examination declared the fa- 
mous loop of the Brooklyn decided the 
events of the battle of Santiago bay. 


One of the most interesting features 


was the development of the fact that 
the report of the battle written by Ad- 
miral Schley July 6, 1898, was not the 
original report. The original report 
never has been published, and in ac- 
cordance with a previous, decision the 
court declined it to go into the rec- 
ords. Admiral Schley was allowed to 
explain, however, that Admiral Samp- 
son declined to receive the first re- 
port because it did not mention the 
presence of the New York. "I fell 
that (he victory at that time," said 
Admiral Schley, in explaining the 
matter, "was big enough for all, and 
I made this change out of generosity 
and because I knew if the New York 
had been present she would have done 
as good work as anybody else." 


Gapjain Thomas Borden of the ma- 


rine corps'; who was aboard the Brook- 
lyn, will be the last witness called for 
Admiral Schley. After he testifies the 
judge advocate will put on the stand 
the witnesses in rebuttal, of whom 
there are understood to be about 15, 
and it is probable that Admiral 
Schley's counsel will call several wit- 
nesses in sur-rebuttal. 


The suppressed preliminary report 


made by Admiral Schley is dated off 
Santiago, July 3, and addressed to 
Admiral Sampson, the commander-in- 
chief of the North Atlantic station. 
The report in substance describes the 
cbming of the Spanish fleet from the 
harbor of Santiago, and calls attention 
to the fact that signals were made to 
the vessels of the American fleet 
which were obeyed by all the ships. 
It then proceeds to describe the flght, 
and gives briefly; the part played in it 
by each one of the ships, showing 
that the Brook!} n. the Oiegon, the 
Texas and the Iowa remained in ac- 
tion until the ' Vizcaya went ashore, 
and that the Colon surrendered to the 
Brooklyn and the Oregon. The ad- 
miral commends the bravery of all the 
American officers and crews engaged 
in the flght. and recommends the com- 
manding officers for gallant and meri- 
torious conduct and for the superb 
handling of their ships. Then follows 
some routine matter giving the Span- 
ish losses, the injuries to the Ameri- 
can fleet and the casualties. It then' 
asks tkat Admiral Sampson have the 
commanding officers transmit to him 
(Admiral Schley) their detailed ac- 
counts of the action, in order that he 
might write t full and complete' offi- 
cial report of tho battle. .

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WEST VIRGINIA MINES 


Efforts to Place Them on Equal 


Basis With Other States. 


IMPORTANT CONFERENCE NOW ON. 


Mine Workers* Officials Propose a 


Uniform Scale of Wages and Will 
Strive to Organize the Men In Both 
Vlrgluiasj-CointenUon of Operators 
In the Competitive Fields. 
Huntington, W. Va,, Oct. 
31.—A 


conference is in progress here be- 
tween representatives of the United 
Mine Workfers of-America, of different 
state- organizations ajrf- of the organ- 
ized and unorganized' miners of the 
two Virginias. A similar conference 
was held at Parkeftburg" last montn, 
and on the: report of. the conferees at 
that time'President Mitchell has call- 
ed the present meeting to devise plans 
by which the miners in these two 
states can be organized into state 
unions and made auxiliary to the Unit- 
ed Mine Workers of America, the 
same as in other 
coal-producing 


states. State officers from Pennsylva- 
nia, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Kentucky 
and other coal-producing states are 
here to co-operate with President 
Mitchell, Vice President Lewis, Secre- 
tary-Treasurer Wilson and other na- 
tional officers in a final effort to or- 


; ganize the miners of Virginia and 
West Virginia. 


The convention will propose a uni- 


form scale pf wages on a basis equal 
with that ofcOffiof Indiana, Illinois and 
Pennsylvania .^nd other competitive 
fields. West .Virginia has never had 
even a formulated' scale. Several at- 
tempts haxij -been- blade ti> affect a 
scale, but aJwajs%swJLthout success, and 
§ome of thofee nresent are, doubtful as 
to the suecfisffL6f'ffre"'present confer- 
ence in that respect. 


While the call for the meeting in- 


cludes the miners of both Virginias, it 
is understood that the "main efforts at 
the present,conference will be direct- 
ed toward the mines of West Virginia 
first and then the organization will be 
extended to the Old Dominion. The 
output of West Virginia has become 
so enormous as to seriously conflict 
with other states, especially with Ken- 
tucky, Indiana, Ohio and west Penn- 
sylvania, where there is very little dif- 
ference in the haul. It is herd that 
t'he operators in other states claim 
that- they .can not pay the union scale 
in competition with the lower rate of 
the nonunion mines in West Virginia, 
and the conference will appeal to the 
Virginia miners for the protection of 
~the union mines in other states. The 
operators of West Virginia are also 
represented here and are appealing 
to' their men against interference 
from labor leaders in other states.

York State. 


New York, Oct. 3L—According to a 


decision handed down yesterday by 
Judge McAdam, in the Appellate Di- 
vision of the Supreme court, a wife is 
responsible for her husband's debts, 
if contracted in Illinois. 


Thp partips in the case are George 


W. Matthews, fashionable tailor or 
Chicago, and Mr. and Mrs. Colonel 
John T. Dickinson. The former sued 
the Colonel for $100 balance of a bill 
of $150 for a Tuxedo coat, dress vest 
and a black coat. On a former trial 
in the District Court a verdict was 
given against the tailor. 


He appealed through his attorney, 


Henry L. Maxson. The latter told the 
Court that the Dickinsons were living 
at the Metropole Hotel, Chicago, when 
the Colonel got the clothes in 1894. 


"When I was retained in the case," 


said Mr. Maxson, "I confess I could 
riot see how

action would lie

Mrs. 
Dickinson for money 


owed by her husband, especially when 
I was told that she was not with him 
when he ordered the garments, anfl at 
no time guaranteed the payment ot 
the bill.
